Rent Control 
Bill Runs Into 
Stone Wall 


By JOHN CHADWICK 
Washington, Feb. 27 (IP).— 
The 


administration was 
confronted to- 


day with an unexpected and power- 
ful challenge to its hopes for keep- 
ing federal rent controls. 


A proposal to force the rent con- 


trol agency to prepare for its own 
end by June 30 was hooked to a 
money bill in a surprise weekend 
move by the senate appropriations 
committee. 


The 
appropriation 
measure, 


tagged as urgent because il con- 
tains authority for 
a 
stepped-up 


atomic program, is due for early 
action in the senate. 


If the rent control rider is ac- 


cepted, it would seem to end any 
chance for another year's renew- 
al of the program as 
urged 
by 


President Truman. 


In asking congress last month to 


continue rent controls for a year 
beyond June 30, Mr. Truman said 
they still are needed in many areas 
to prevent severe hardships and a 
cut in -consumer buying power. 


About 11,000,000 housing units in 


853 areas, throughout the country 
still are under rent control. 


The program is administered by 


the housing expediter's office. 
It 


asked the 
senate 
appropriations 


committee for $3,600,000 to carry 
on its work for the resl of Ihe pres- 
ent fiscal year ending June 30. 


Instead, the committee Saturday 


chopped $1,000,000 off the request 
and directed that 
the remaining 


$2,600,000 be used to wind up 
the 


agency's affairs and pay 
off the 


accumulated leave of its employes. 


This move to kill off the expccit- 


er's office promised to touch off 
a sharp scrap. 
The 
"hallelujah" 


with which Senator Tobey (R.-HN) 
greeted it expressed the reaction 
of some senators, but others quick- 
ly protested. 


Senator 
Sparkman 
(D-Ala), 


chairman of a 
banking subcom- 


mittee which handles rent control 
egislation, said he didn't think .the 
lousing expediter's office could op- 
erate rent controls until June 30 
with the appropriation cut. 


Even if rent control is to die on 


June 30, he said, "we should give 
.he agency enough money to en- 
force the law until lhat date." He 
added there was an understanding 
when the agency's appropriation 
was before the senate 
last 
yeai 


,hat this would be done.

Los Alamos, N. M., Fob. 27—(#>)— 


Scientists who are upsetting world 
order with their atomic discoveries 
are all in a dither over their right 
to vote. 


At first they 
couldn't vote in 


New Mexico elections. Now they 
can vote but don't have anybody to 
vote for. 


They don't think either befits the 


dignity of Los Alamos county. 


Whether they're not deliving in- 


to nuclear fission they try to figure 
out why the same state legislature 
that established the atomic county 
and set up voting provisions last 
year disenfranchised them a 
few 


weeks later. 


Several citizens of New Mexico's 


32nd county are expected to file a 
test court case this week to decide 
which shall have precedence: 


1—The: 1949 legislature act cre- 


ating the county, including almost 
exclusively the area 
under 
the 


atomic energy 
commission, 
and 


providing for legislature represen- 
tation; or 


2—A constitutional 
amendment 


initialed by the same legislature 
and approved last fall 
by 
New 


Mexico voters reapportioning 
the 


state. 


The reapportionment specifical- 


ly excludes Los Alamos— as 
a 


sixth elass county—from having a 
state senator and does not,mention 
it in providing for representatives. 


Atty. Gen. Joe Martinez has ad- 


vised 
that 
the 
constitional 


amendment takes precedence. He 
said Los Alamos residents have no 
right to vote for either a state sen- 
ator or representative this year. 


All this comes on the heels of 


special legislative action in 1947 


ranting residents the privilege of 


voting in New Mexico elections. 
They are permitted to vote in na- 
.ional elections.
